Why's reigning Wimbledon 
champ and number one 
Wimbledon seed Rafa Nadal 
so difficult to beat? I've known 
Rafa since I was a kid and he's 
always been strong, quick and 
able to deliver amazing ground 
strokes from wide positions. 
The main thing, though, is his 
determination. He never gives 
up and chases down lost causes, 
winning points he has no right 

"So, you picked this up 
at a car boot 



to win. It's difficult to play 
against a guy who can return 
a shot that would beat 99 per 
cent of other people! 
What about the pressure of 
having a whole nation's hopes 
resting on your shoulders at 
Wimbledon? It's nice that people 
are behind you but I don't really 
think about it. The pressure 
I feel comes from myself to 
succeed and to beat the guy 
on the other side of the net. 
That drives me on more than 
anything else. My head's in 
a good place at the moment, 
I'm feeling happier on and off 
the court and hopefully that 
shows in my tennis. 
You do come across as a bit 
grumpy sometimes! I think 
that's something I can improve

To 
improve, to win a Grand Slam, 
to win Wimbledon, to be 
number one in the world!

The mega-motor you've never heard of - Poland's Arrinera Venocara! 





The last car Nuts remembers 
coming out of Poland was 
the spectacularly awful FSO 
Polonez. It made Rover 
Metros look like objects of 
sexual desire. Thankfully, 
times change and Poland is 
set to enter the exotic land 
of supercars with Arrinera 
Automotive's Venocara. 
Clearly drawing inspiration 
from Lamborghini's back 
catalogue, the aggressively 
styled Venocera body shell is 
made entirely from lightweight 
carbon Kevlar. 






A flat floor, rear diffuser 
and huge air intakes provide 
aerodynamic downforce to 
suck the Venocara to the 
tarmac like a Dyson. 
Ceramic brakes dissipate 
heat and avoid fading when 
punished. Arrinera says they 
could last the car's lifetime 
-or 186,000 miles. 
The Venocara sits on a race- 
car-style tubular steel chassis 
with a 6.2-litre supercharged 
V8 mid-mounted behind the 
cockpit. Although it's not 
confirmed, the engine 






is likely to be derived from 
the Corvette ZR1. 

A central exhaust pokes out 
through the rear diffuser like 
the barrel of a sniper's rifle. 
No performance figures 
have been released, but we 
reckon 3.2 sees to 62mph 
and a top end of 210mph. 
Lift those scissor doors and 
you're greeted by a thermal- 
imaging camera: acting as 
X-ray specs, it scans the road 
ahead and identifies pesky 
humans or animals that could 
dive in your way. 




Arrinera says its baby will 
go on sale in the US, Europe, 
the Middle East and China 
late next year as either 
a roadster or coupe. Price 
tag? Around £250,000.
